The day was full of ex citement in 
the little village, and the street 
fights came thick and fast for a 
time, until the inhabitants were 
wrought into a state of ex citement 
bordering on terror. 
T he first fight of the morning 
took place when five non-union 
m en left their homes and started 
for work in the mill. 
On the mam 
street of the village they were met 
by a party of about thirty strikers, 
who, by moral suasion, tried to get 
them to desist from their determi­ 
nation to go to work. 
W hen this failed a stronger argu­ 
ment was used, and the men were 
given a drubbing and driven back 
to their homes. 
The village had 
scarcely recovered from the sur­ 
prise which this attack occasioned, 
when word was passed around that 
a party of new men were driving 
overland from Wellsviile. 
Almost 
all the strikers started to meet the 
carriage, and when they passed the 
mill office, Ira Householder, a non­ 
union man, shouted to them. 
This action precipitated a fight. 
M anager Banfieid saved House­ 
holder by dragging him inside and 
shutting the door with difficulty. 
The tin plate company then at­ 
tempted to file information before 
Justice Paisley, charging the strik­ 
ers with riot, but the justice re­ 
fused to entertain the charge, say­ 
ing he would issue warrants for 
those mix ed in the fights, charging 
assault, 
but no more sermus of­ 
fense. 
The attorney then began the 
preparation of papers to ask for an 
injunction restraining the strikers 
from interfering w ith the non- 
unionists in any way. 
All the 
men who have been employed in 
the mill joined the Amalgamated 
yesterday, ex cept Ira Householder 
and James Hindm an. 
A n official statement by the Tm 
Plate company denies that there 
are any negotiations on foot look­

T w o hours after the ditch had 
been completed the clouds of smoke 
and steam subsided sufliciently for 
Mrs. Kowalski, 
the strongest of 
the party, to venture into the shaft. 
She was lowered by the crude 
windlass which the men had rigged 
when they began to work the 
abandoned mine. 
A t the bottom 
of the shaft a pile of ashes andcin 
ders was all that remained of what 
had been the party’s winter store 
of coal. 
Mrs. Kowalski called, but re- 
ceived no answer. 
Frantically she 
rushed from one room to another 
of the mine until, at the very end 
of the workings, she found the five 
m en huddled together and semi­ 
conscious.
